JUDGE NORTON’S CAREER. 


Two Important Inventions—A Trans- 
continental Railway — High Life in 
Europe—Financial Operations. 
Boston, Mass., Oct. 3,—[Special.)}—The ar- 

rest of Judge Marous P. Norton in this city 

on a charge of not paying his board-bill at a 

hotel has already been recorded by Tue 

Trisuse. Judge Norton made bis first appear- 

ance in Boston in 1879, and, being a gentieman 

of education and engaging manners, won the 
respect and admiration of ali.. He had, it is 
stated, filled such offices of trust as 

District Attorney and Judge in Troy, N. Y., 

and had been nominated for Congress, 

but had retired in favor of Roscoe Conkling 
when the latter was elected for the first time. 

It was further stated that President Grant had 

offered the Judge the position of Governor of 

Wyoming and that he had refused the honor. 

* AN INVENTIVE GENIUS. 

All these circumstances, combined with the 
suavity of the Judge, made a most favorable 
impression, which was increased by a knowl- 
edge of tho fact that Judge Norton was a 
genius, and the author of at least two viry 
valuable inventions, When he arrived 
in Boston he had a number 
of suits pending arising out of the 
use of his invention for cancelling stamps by 
the Post-Office Department. In 1880 he re- 
covered a judgment against Postmaster-Gen- 
eral James for $63,000, but the case was ap- 
pealed and has not yet been settled. After this 
verdict Judge Norton is said to bave disposed 
of a portion of his interest in the invention for 
$63,000 in cash or its equivalent, and he was, 
therefore, well supplied with money. He had 
another invention, a vaive for steam fire- 
engines, and he claimed that the Knibbs 
valve, in use on all the steamers, was 
an infringement of bis patent. To recover 
damages for this alleged infringement the 
Judge brought suit against the City of Boston 
for $165,000 and against nearly every other city 
in the country.

A Letter Regarding the Liability of 
Liquor- Dealers. 

WASHINGTON, D. C., Oct. 3. — (Special.]—The 
following letter, mafied today to a firm of dis- 
tiller@ in Chicago, is of interest to all liquor- 
dealegs: > 

“ Wasninoron, D. C., Oct. 1.—To Henry H. 
Shufddt & Co., Distillers, Chicago, 1.—Sins: 
Your letter of the 24th ult., asking a reconsid- 
eration of the question of the lability of a 
liquor-dealer who ships distilled spirits marked 
Cc. 0. D., reached this office during my ab- 
sence and has but just been brought to my at- 
tention. It is my wish and purpose to admin- 
ister the laws relating to internal revenue in a 
manter that shall intertere with the course 
of legitimate business in the least possible de- 
gree consistent with a full collection of the 
revenues. The ruling to which you refer was 
called out by the action of certain parties en- 
gaged in a business which couli scaree- 
ly be called iegitimate, involving as 
it did not only «a studied evasion 
of State law with the execution of which I 
have officially nothing to do, but aiso, as it 
seemed to me, an evasion of the internal-reve- 
nue laws, which it is my duty to enforce. 

**A case that involves a question strongly 
analogous to the one discussed by you 
is now pending before the United States Circuit 
Court for the District of Kansas. It will proba- 
bly be Secided at the next November term, and 
may throw new light upon the subject. lam 
not disposed to revoke my ruling until 
it shall have been pronounced errone 
ous by some United States court; bat 
in view of the hardships to’ the legitimate 
trade which have been pressed upon my atten- 
tion by yourself and othersIam quite willing 
that the matter remain in abeyance until the 
case alluded to shall have been decided; and to 
this ead and for the information and guidance 
of internal-revenue officers a copy of this will 
be published in the next  Internal-Revenuc

Arrest of a Number of the Celestials—The 
Story as to How They Got the! 
- Chloroform. 


Maggie Doyle, Theresa Garrig, Kate Ham- 
mond, Mollie Sairnsky, and Bertha Novock, 
girls whose ages range from 14 to 16 years, ap- 
peared in the North Side Police Court yester- 
day charged with larceny by Sam Yuen Sing, 8 
Chinese laundryman at No. 151 North Clark 
street. The giris, who alli live within a radius 
-of half a mile of Goose Island, were supposed 
by their parents to be at work in different 
factories. The giris called themselves the 
“Chinese Five,”” and were in the habit of 
spending a good deal of their time 
amongst the Celestials. They usually met 
in the morning at a Milwaukee avenue dago- 
shop, or near the home of Mollie Sarnsky, on 
Sangamon street, near Pratt. They would 
then visit some Chinese laundry and remain 
there some time. They were arrested for this 
three weeks ago and fines of $100 were im- 
posed and then suspended to give them a 
chance to reform, Dut they did not avail them- 
eelves of this opportunity. The present week 
they con a new scheme. A bottle of 
chloroform was procured and taken with them 
when they made their visits. The first case 
was at the lanadry of Lon Simg, No, 
247 Milwaukee avenue. The party dividid, 
and while some of them went into the back 
room others staid in front, and, watching their 
opportunity, chioroformed and robbed the pro- 
prietor. e had oniy $1.50 in his possession. 
Tuesday they attempted to work the same 
game ata laundry on Clybourn avenue, but 
having neglected to cork the second bottle 
carefully the fluid had escaped and they did 
not succeed. With athird bottie they went 
Wednesday to Sam Yuen Sing’s place on Clark 
street and three of them went into the 
back room while two remained in 
“office” to watch for detectives 
or police officers. In an hour the Chinaman 
bad been overcome by the drug and ropbed of 
a pocketbook containing $10.50. Maggie 
Doyle, ¢he leader of the * Five,” took this and 
spent it for cheap jewelry on the West Side. 
When arraigned before Justice Hawkinson 
the girls seemed to think it was the merriest 
affair they ever heard of. They continued to 
laugh at and interrupt the witnesses with 


denials and profane interjections until 
the Chinaman said that they came into 
Sam Yuen Sing’s place after a_ skirt. 


Then these girls proceeded to disclose their 
real object and to tell of their frequent visits 
tothe rooms. When Lieut. Schaack asked 
where they had gotten the chloroform Theresa 
Garrig said they got it from Dr. C. W. Rey- 
nolds of No. 234 Milwaukee avenue. She said 
some of the giris had been intimate with him 
and he bad given them the drug for the ex- 
press purpose of robbing the Chinese. At the 
same time she said the doctor cautioned them 
to be careful not to give the laundrymen an 
overdose, lest it might prove fatai. Other of the 
prisoners told of each other's conduct and in- 
duiged in mutual recriminanon. At the close 
of the evidence Justice Hawkinson said he 
would fine each of the girls $100. They were 
not sent to the bridewell yesterday as they are 
wanted to prosecute the Chinamen. Disorderly 
warrants were taken out against all of the 
Chinamen on the North Side whom the testi- 
mony of the girls had implicated. Officers 
Loewenstein and Larch were detailed to 
serve the warrants, and with the aid 
of. the wagons had thirteen of them 
locked up during the afternoon and evening. 
Their names are Jim Chinee, Moy Hein, R. 
Defo, Moy Yung, Ah Yuug, Oui Yung, Wong 
Sing, Wong Yee, John Ging, Hin Loo, Loo 
Ging, Hop Hing, and Hop Jim. They were all 
released on bail. It is possible that they may 
be charged with more serious offenses. ~ 

Asto the statements concerning Dr. Reynolds, 
the police are of the opinion that if there 
should. be arfything in them ft would be diffi- 
cult to secure a conviction on the testimony of 
such girls. They are lost to all shame, and are 
about as hardened a lot of young girls 
as the slums of any city could produce. It is 
probable that not only the $100 fines 
yesterday but those suspended some time ago 
will have to be served out. They will there- 
fore be kept out of harm's way for a year in the 
House of Correction. 

Dr. Reynolds said last night to a TRIBUNE 
reporter that he bad never sold the giris any 
chioroform. He had sold one of them 
who had an abscess a liniment of which ether 
formed a part. Inall he sold three botties, 
when be became suspicious at the rushing 
business they were doing in. liniment and re- 
fused to sell them any more. He could not 
guess, however, what they did with it, and was 
greatly puzzled. Ali the ether in the three 
botties would have put no onetosileep. He 
believed that part of the story to be made up.

A Fine Edition of “Jane Eyre”—Public

It was fortunate for Mr. Sydney Howard 
Gay, the author of the life of Predident Madi- 
son, whioh forms the iatest volume in the 
American Statesmen Series, that the scope of 
his work limited him toa view of Madison in 
his rélations to public measures and public 
men. Had he been called on to make a book 
which sbould have 48 many elements of inter 
est as are found in decent biographiesof Web- 
ster, Randolph, or Jefferson, he would have been 


state, the life of the fourth President was a 
singularly uneventful one, He had none of 
the wild ways of Randolph, none of the broad 
sympathies with man and beast of 
Webster, noné of the personal attract- 
iveness that won Clay his many friends. 
To make up one short chapter of 
anecdotage concerning Madison would be a flat 
an unprofitable task, At two points alone does 
he seem to have had to do with the world which 
lay outside of polities. During the years of 
his early service in Congress, he, then 32, fell 
in love with Miss Catherine Floyd of New York, 
then 16, and became engaged to ber. But the 
young woman, against the wish of her father, 
but with the warm @pproval of ‘a clergyman 
whose years were nearly her own and. whom 
she afterwards wedded, jilted the staid and 
solemn Virginian. In the letter which she 
wrote him announcing the breaking off of the 
engagement she inclosed a bit of rye dough, 
which, says the author, “may have conveyed 
to him alone some merry but mischievous 
meaning.” Nothing of the kind; it simply no- 
tified Mr. Madison that “ his cake was dough” 
—-@ figure of speech with which Mr. Gay ought 
to have been familiar. 

Then it also appears that while Madison was 
serving his country:as a member of the Conti- 
nental Congress he was reduced to great finan- 
cial straits—was very bard up. The Delegates 
wore then paid by the States that sent them; 
but Virginia had been remiss in its remittances 
to its representative, and he was on his beam- 
ends. Had it not been, as he says, for Hayne 
Solomon, ‘a Jew broker,” on whose favor he 
had long been a pénsioner, there is no tell- 
ing to what extremities he might bave been re- 
duced. It will be seen that even at.this early 
period the State of Virginia was not always 
mindful of her moneyed obligations. 

Ha disposed of these more human inci- 


dents, the biographer goes on to give a sketch 
of the political carcer of Madison. The politics 
of a bygone day are generaily dreary reading, 
if they cannot be connected with some subject 
which interests men now, or did in the near 


tionate representation of slave property is 
something which, owing to its connection with 
the Civil War. awakens more than languid in- 
terest. This Mr. Gay has perceived; and the 
man who remembers the Rebellion ¢an see in 
this volume how the causes which made it in- 
evitable were at work a century before. 7 

The chief points in the career of Madison 
may be briefiy told. At the outset of his polit- 
ical life he fought and won the cause of reli- 
gious toleration in his native Siate. As a mem- 
ber of the Conti he made the 
suggestion, which was incorporated in the 
Articies of Confederation, and afterwards 
Constitution 


securing a stronger bond of union. Seeing the 
evils that grew out of the varying commervial 
regulations of Virginia and Maryland where 
the Potomac divided them, he made the p 

sition that the two States should oonafer on the 
subject; and out of this grew the Annapolis 
Convention and the Federal Constitution. He 
was one of the delegates to the convention, and 
one of the most earnest workers. In the Fed- 
eralist he defended what the convention had 
done, and oe beyond all others who se- 


cured the tion of the Constitution by 
8 and thus made the Union 
an estab! fact. He was an active and in- 


dustrious member of the first Congress, and 
there originated, in the debates onthe first 
Tariff bill, the expression *‘our infant mano- 
factories,”’ which has not yet gone out of use. 

Then gradually the man who bad berne so 
prominent a part in the adoption of the Con- 
stitution began to drift toward the ranks of 
the opposition, and to take part with the Anti- 
Feds, or Republicans. The writer can hardly 
reconcile this change of front with political 
honesty, but there appears to be no reason to 
question ite sincerity. While in favor of a 
closer unign than the articles of the 
Confederation allowed of, he doubtiess thought 
that the Constitution, as he interpreted it, 
went far enough in that direction, and that the 
Federalists were making ‘that instrument 


mean much more than he intended. And 
it is also more than \Iikely that 
the o wering all of Ham- 


ilton had much to do in determining his course. 
He could get along much better with Jefferson 
than with the Secretary of the Treasury, and 
little by little moved on te ground which he 
did not think of occupying at the outset. But 
that the resolutions of 98, drafted by him, 
meant nullification, he steadily denied. 

So much cannot be said, however, in extenu- 
ation of his conduct in declaring war on 
England. There appears no reason to question 
the truth of Mr. Gay’s assertion that he did 
this, knowing it to be wrong and inexpedient, 
simply to piease the war y, and to make 
sure of a retiection. This he got, but the out- 
come of the war ought to have convinced him 
that his weakness had been fatal to his reputa- 
tion. Other instances are also pointed out 
where Madison acted contrary to what he must 
bave known was right, for the purpose 
of ends; but 
was no worse in 
that than the other politicians of that day, and 
many of the present. ‘Thus, while opposed to 
the assumption of the State debts by the Gen- 
eral Government, he did not actively it 
when the trade was made by which the location 
of the Capital at Washington was made the 
consideration for the assumption. In brief, he 
was a map quite free from passions and preju- 
dice, who geherally saw with clearness what 
the right was, but did not always have the 
strength to pursue it when considerations of 
personal or party advantage seemed to forbid. 
Had be clung closer to his convictions he might 
not have been twice President, or even Presi 
dent at all; but he would have held a higher 
piace on the roll of American statesmen. 

For reasons already stated, this book is not 
as interesting as many of the lives that have 
Pp it: but, on the whole, Mr. Gay bas 
made the best of his subject. It is not, how- 
ever, as well written as some of them. While 
striving to avoid the stilted solemnity of Mr. 
Rive’s life of Madison, to which Mr. Gay cails 
frequent attention, be has rather run to the 
other extreme, and has too much of what is 
sometimes called “ newspaper English,’’ which 
is not to be wondered atin a person who bas 
been 60 long connected ty Syme? phen With 
all its occasional blemishes, it will give to the 
reader a fair idea of as a statesman, 
and of the political acts in which he bore a 
prominent part.
